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The Healing of the Nations 

" . . . and the leaves of the tree were for the healing of the nations" — Rev. 22:2 

IT HAS 'been said that disease afflicts nations as it does individuals and 
that the body politic may be wracked with pain and weakened by in- 
fection as may the human body. Certain it is that disease may affect the 
moral as well as the physical and mental life of man. Scripture frequently 
speaks of sin as a disease of the inward man and evil as a moral pestilence. 
It is in this realm that it affects nations, for governments are but the reflec- 
tion in action of the moral condition of the people. In this respect they 
cannot sustain a position above the general moral condition of the land — 
nor will they for long be tolerated on a lower plane. The sickness of nations 
is fundamentally the moral disease of peoples and any permanent improve- 
ment must start with individual lives. Surely such a view of national needs 
constitutes a ringing challenge in these days. If the maladies which beset 
nations have their roots in human nature, then it is in the individual heart 
where regeneration must begin. Over against all national evil stands Christ 
the Great Physician of the soul. The Gospel is that healing leaven which per- 
meates peoples and nations by finding its lodging first in the individual. 

It would be hard to over-estimate the influence of the Bible in re- 
leasing this regenerating power. It goes where no preacher can go. It stays 
after the messenger departs. Neglect and disregard do not diminish its 
potency. It may be unheeded for years, but once opened, it speaks with 
power undiminished. It unseals the source of all human good. It comes to 
us down the ages with force unabated and carries to men wherever they may 
be, a divine healing and regenerating power. It is at once the Book of Power 
and the Book of Peace. It stands ever in condemnation of those evil passions 
from which war and strife spring. It releases that cleansing power which 
destroys the moral pestilence out of which grow hatred and strife. It reaches 
out through the human soul to the peoples and nations of the world, and the 
glory of the Bible Society is that it labours to make this Book available for 
all men. Its work is to liberate this cleansing power that it may flow to the 
very ends of the earth. Like an elixir of life, it finds its way into the blood 
streams of the peoples of the earth and it goes on its way for the healing of 
the nations. 

To the desperate sickness of the nations and in these discouraging and 
dangerous times this Book ministers because it reveals Christ to the soul. 

The report which follows records the work of the Upper Canada Bible 
Society within the Province of Ontario, but it is but a link in a great chain 
of effort, for the parent Society, the British and Foreign Bible Society, literal- 
ly circles the globe. It is a world-wide challenge which we hear and which 
we must meet. It is nothing less than the regeneration of all men which we 
seek, and that we should have some share in this great work is a priceless 
privilege. 

The year just passed saw the publication of the thousandth translation 
of Scripture. Of this number the British and Foreign Bible Society has actually 
promoted the translation publication or distribution of 713 languages. The 
remaining 287, specimens of which are on its shelves, are the work of other 
societies and organizations. There remain, however, over one thousand 
languages and dialects which still await the Divine message. 

The coronation of King George VI and Queen Elizabeth in May was an 
event not only of national importance, but of deep religious significance. It 
was the outward sign of the high resolve to dedicate by God's grace a life to 
the service of men. The presentation of the Bible as a portion of the corona- 
tion ceremony is the public testimony to the supreme worth of "the most 
valuable thing that this world affords" and its acceptance by the Sovereign 
an acknowledgment of the "King of kings and the Lord of lords". 

In our own Auxiliary the year has been one of encouragement, albeit 
one of difficulties and changes. In the death of Mr. Thomas Mortimer the 
Society loses the services of a life-long and devoted friend. Mr. Mortimer 
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became a member of the board in 1893 and in 1911 one of the vice-presidents. 
From 1932 to 1934 he was president of the Society and his active participa- 
tion in its work continued uninterrupted until his death in December last. 
He was a member of the General Board for Canada and Newfoundland, and 
an honourary vice-president of the Parent Society in London. Mr. Mortimer 
will be specially remembered for his wise counsel, his friendly co-operation, 
and the joy with which he undertook any work in the Society's interests. 

The Society has always placed a high value on the long service of its 
branch officers, and on page 15 of this report will be found a list of those 
who have served 25 years or more. From the standpoint of official service, 
these are our oldest friends. In such a list it is inevitable that there should 
be gaps from year to year, and during 1937 we lost through death six of 
these devoted friends and helpers. Mr. S. R. Wallace served as an officer 
for 64 years, Mr. Jacob Zeller for 45 years, Mr. A. E. Snelgrove, 43 years, 
Mr. R. J. Potter, 38 years, Mr. C. Dolph, 33 years, and Mr. Wm. Moore, 
25 years. It is probable that Mr. Wallace's term of service has seldom been 
exceeded, but all these branch officers represent devoted and sustained help 
that the Bible Society can ill afford to lose. 

After a lengthy missionary service in Africa, Rev. S. G. Pinnock joined 
the staff as Field Secretary in 1924. His missionary service made his 
advocacy of the Bible Society's claims of special interest and value, and he 
made a host of friends throughout the Auxiliary. He retires now from active 
service and takes with him the best wishes of his many friends and the 
gratitude of those who were his colleagues on the staff. 

Rev. Walter McCleary joined the staff as a District Secretary in April. 
He comes to the Society from a pastoral charge and his welcome through- 
out the Auxiliary is already assured. The Society would bespeak for him 
that sympathy and assistance which is essential to the success of the work, 
and would send him on his way with Godspeed. 

Under arrangements for Canadian Secretaries to visit from time to time 
the Parent Organization, Rev. F. B. Allnutt was granted three months' leave. 
He sailed for England in April and has returned with a deep feeling of grati- 
tude for the unstinted kindness shown him. The opportunity of seeing at 
first hand the centre of the great organization of the Bible Society is of im- 
mense advantage and stimulation to those who commend its cause. 

The improvement in business conditions evident in the last few years 
was not interrupted in 1937 and portions of the Auxiliary still labour under 
adverse economic conditions. However, we record with deep thankfulness 
to God an increase in our income from contributions. While the increase is 
not large, it is yet the fourth in as many successive years and a sign, we 
hope, of a steady upswing in the support of the Society. No one familiar 
with this Auxiliary could be unaware of the devotion and sacrifice which lie 
behind many of the gifts to the Society, and much of the work done in its 
name. Our thanks go to those in the branches to whom we are indebted 
for this help. They are more than partners, they are the spear-head of our 
organization, for arrangements for the Society's support are in the hands of 
local branch committees, without whose help our work could never prosper. 

The Bible Society had its birth within the Christian Church, and with 
the passage of the years has rendered in increasing measure a service which 
is essential to the churches' missionary enterprise. Few things are more im- 
portant in connection with its future than that this close relationship and 
identity of interests should be fully realized by Christian people. Only then 
will the Bible Society cease to be looked upon as an "outside organization" 
and assume its true place as an integral part of the missionary work of 
Christendom. It is not so much an organization as it is a function of the 
church militant, and the function the Society performs is one which is essen- 
tial to the life and growth of the church. For this reason it has always 
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sought the closest possible association between organized Christianity and its 
own organized work. Its description as "a handmaid of Christian Missions" 
is true, for it exists to serve. In the governing bodies and general associa- 
tions of the Christian communions of the world this relationship is fully under- 
stood and generously acknowledged. It is probable that it has, at some time 
or other, received official approbation, commendation and thanks from every 
Christian denomination which has any foreign missionary undertaking. The 
following is typical of many such: 

The General Council of the United Church of Canada 

At Ottawa, 28th September, 1936: 

The General Council of the United Church of Canada rejoices to hear 
of the continued progress of Bible Society work both in Canada and New- 
foundland and throughout the world. The General Council recognizes the 
value of the work of this Society, not only to missionary effort, but to the 
very existence of a Christian civilization worthy of the name, and records 
its thankfulness to God for the new translations added during the past year, 
as well as for the increase in the circulation of the Scriptures. The General 
Council hears with deep regret of the financial deficit on last year's work and 
exhorts its faithful ministers and congregations to support the Bible Society 
not only by gifts, but by prayer and effort. 

The Baptist Convention of Ontario and Quebec 

At Montreal, 22nd October, 1936: 

The Baptist Convention of Ontario and Quebec, having heard the depu- 
tation from the British and Foreign Bible Society in Canada and Newfound- 
land, assures that Society of the continued interest it ever has in its progress 
and welfare. It rejoices at its success in days like these, and regrets indeed, 
the heavy deficit that rests at present on its world funds. It commends the 
cause of the Society to all its ministers and congregations, and would urge 
that they support to the utmost of their ability the work of the Society 
through its various Auxiliaries in Ontario and Quebec. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Canada 

At Ottawa, 4th June, 1937: 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Canada once more 
records its grateful appreciation of the work of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, not only in Canada and Newfoundland, but throughout the world. 
It thankfully recognizes its services to Presbyterian Missions in many lands, 
and urges its ministers and congregations to support the Society with all 
possible liberality. 

The General Synod of the Church of England in Canada 

At Halifax, 30th August, 1937: 

The Lower House concurring, the General Synod of the Church of 
England in Canada again places on record its warm appreciation of the work 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society, not only in Canada, but through- 
out the world. It fully recognizes the debt that the Church of England owes 
to the Society for the publication of some 200 translations of the Holy Scrip- 
tures now in use on its mission fields. It hears with concern of the deficit 
in the Society's funds, due largely to the clamant demands for the Holy 
Scriptures in these times of trouble and unrest, and exhorts its clergy and 
congregations in every diocese to support the Society with all true Christian 
liberality and to assist it in its labours with all possible co-operation. 
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The Union of Regular Baptists of Ontario and Quebec 

At Toronto, 21st October, 1937: 

The Union of Regular Baptists of Ontario and Quebec, having heard the 
message and appeal of the British and Foreign Bible Society in Canada and 
Newfoundland, records its thankfulness to Almighty God for the record of its 
achievements and progress in a work so dear to its heart, namely, the publica- 
tion and circulation of the Holy Scriptures without note or comment. Realiz- 
ing the world's great need for the Written Word, the Union would recom- 
mend the work of the Society to the prayers, efforts and gifts of all its faithful 
ministers and congregations, enjoining them as far as in them lies to support 
it through the various Auxiliaries at present operating in Ontario and Quebec. 

So far therefore as the governing bodies of churches and communions 
are concerned, the nature and extent of the Society's service is fully recogniz- 
ed. Its problem is to make this clear to the great rank and fitle of Christian 
people. Here it must depend in large measure upon the help of the local 
churches. The commendation of the minister himself and his leadership, is 
an essential factor in establishing a right relationship between the Society and 
the individual congregation. It cannot live long nor remain effective if it is 
to be looked upon as an outside organization. It does not hesitate to appeal 
for this help. The generous measure in which this assistance has been forth- 
coming has been one of the Society's most valuable assets, and more and 
more are the ministers coming to occupy the key positions in regard to the 
Society's local branches. The increasing co-operation and help of this kind 
is one of the happiest omens for our future. In commenting on this valuable 
and valued assistance, the Parent Society in London says: "If the keenness 
which is found in many could be found in all — what a difference it would 
make." As we thank those who have helped us, we would echo these words 
and endorse the appeal, "One does not hesitate to appeal to the clergy and 
ministers throughout Britain and the Empire for some share of their help in 
making God's Word known to all men". 

The difficulty of obtaining voluntary collectors has, in some branches, led 
to suggestions of other means of obtaining financial support. While there 
are probably from time to time peculiar circumstances which in some particu- 
lar locality make advisable some other plan, yet we are glad to say that 
our own branches follow almost universally this world-wide custom of the 
Bible Society. We are indebted in many cases to the local Women's Mis- 
sionary Society for these collectors, and indeed, it would seem natural to 
look in this direction for assistance for such an undertaking, for no foreign 
missionary work could prosper without the Bible Society's help. 

THE PARENT SOCIETY 

The world-wide circulation of Scripture through the Society reached a 
total of 11,343,948 volumes, a decrease of only 343,000 from the previous 
year which was abnormally large. Far more serious than the decrease itself 
is its cause. It was due not to a decreased demand, but to the inability of 
the Society to meet all requests. In spite of the fact that it closed the year 
with a deficit of $77,000, it was yet unable to fill all demands made upon 
it. Our opportunities still exceed our resources, and, in the words of Mr. 
Wilkinson, one of the secretaries in London, "'Man's response is inadequate 
to God's call". The open doors for which we have prayed now confront us. 
In spite of all that has been accomplished, work still waits to be done. 

Six new translations were added to the list during the year, bringing its 
total to 711 languages. All the new versions were for Africa. Through its 
Colporteurs and Biblewomen these books go literally to the ends of the earth. 
In ever- widening circles goes out this leaven for the healing of the nations. 
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IN CANADA 

In our own Dominion the circulation of Scripture totalled 311,767 
volumes. This is an increase of 22,625 copies over the circulation in 1936, 
for which we might well thank God and take courage. Twenty-five Col- 
porteurs were employed and found their way into the sparsely settled dis- 
tricts of the provinces, among the non-English speaking peoples within our 
cities and wherever the need for Scripture distribution seems to be the great- 
est. They perform a gracious ministry and their work is of true national 
importance. 

OUR OWN AUXILIARY 

The record of the work within the Upper Canada Bible Society will be 
found in detail in the pages which follow. The Agency Departments- 
responsible for keeping alive interest and support for our work, reports an 
increase in both income and interest. After defraying the cost of Scripture 
distribution and other work within our own Auxiliary we remitted for the 
world-wide work of the Society the sum of $43,150, an increase of $8,150 
over the previous year. The Colportage Department, responsible for circula- 
tion, also reports an increase. Scriptures were circulated in forty-six languages, 
including among others Arabic, Cree, Ethiopic, Gaelic, Hindi, Maltese, 
Ngaumbai Sanskrit, Syriac, an amazing testimony to the variety of language 
requirements within what would be regarded as an English-speaking province. 
One hundred and thirty-eight volumes were issued in raised type for the 
blind. 

The usual Bible Sundays in the City of Toronto were held in December 
and in March. Our thanks are due to nearly two hundred ministers who co- 
operated in this effort and made possible such a wide observance of Bible 
Sunday within this city. In each case the Sundays were preceeded by a radio 
broadcast. 

We record again the obligation we are under to the Women's Auxiliary 
for its valuable help, and our thanks go to its president, officers and members. 

We would call attention to the list on page 11 of those within this 
Auxiliary who support Colporteurs in foreign lands and commend this work 
to those who are able to help in this way. An explanation of the arrange- 
ments made precedes this list. 

The foregoing report of the year's activities would be quite incomplete 
without personal reference to the devoted service of our energetic band of 
Colporteurs. 

Colporteurs W. H. Forsythe, J. A. Harvey, F. T. Kennaby and H. S. 
Sanders have to their credit well over half a century of service as Colporteurs 
in the Society. During the year Colporteur C. L. Rumball joined our Col- 
portage staff, bringing with him a spirit of youth, energy and enterprise. 

The total result of our Colportage Work for the year shows that our 
Colporteurs worked 1,458 days, made 27,525 visits in house-to-house canvass, 
sold 31,676 copies of the Scriptures representing cash sales of $13,214.46, an 
increase over the previous year of $4,428.00. 

The above figures in themselves cannot, of course, paint a true picture 
of the real work accomplished by our Colporteurs. These pages will never 
record the hours of discouragement and trial, the tired body and weary 
spirit. The Colporteur gains fresh courage and strength for his daily task 
in the certain knowledge that his is a Divine calling, possibly second to none, 
in the uplifting of mankind — the placing of God's written Word in the 
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mother-tongue to all willing to receive it, at a price within the reach of every 
man. 

Though our territory includes much of the most densely populated areas 
in this great Dominion, there are large tracks of land within a day's journey 
from Toronto where the Scriptures seldom, if ever, penetrate. 

The following incidents taken from the monthly reports of our Colporteurs 
wfll prove intensely interesting to all who are concerned in the spread of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

"Some fifteen or twenty miles north of here there is a family, the father 
white, the woman, a Cree; their boy looks and behaves more like a wild thing 
than human. They live in seclusion and rarely see or want to see a fellow 
creature. Their food is fish and whatever they can trap. We had the privilege 
to make friends with a couple of men who act as guides in the wilderness, and 
they took us along to see this peculiar family. Now they, for the first time, have 
the Holy Scriptures; also the two guides were pleased to get copies of God's 
precious Word, paying for them with blueberries which I was able to turn 
into cash. In spite of the efforts put forth year by year to reach those in 
the north with the Scriptures, we still find as we go around, many without a 
single copy. Some never even heard of such a Book." 

"In the foreign sections this year we are seeing more interest. I have 
sales for at least a dozen Finnish Scriptures as soon as my stock arrives. In 
light of above, we are much encouraged as we feel the entrance of His Word 
giveth Light. Most of my French copies are also sold — some stopping me in 
the street to buy. One, as I was at a gas station, said, "This must be a new 
organization. What do you do?" I said, "My man, this is the greatest 
company on earth. We sell and scatter all over the world, Bibles and Testa- 
ments in about 700 languages." After a word or two more on the value of 
the Book, he bought a Bible. We are encouraged much, and go on more 
earnestly sowing the Good Seed." 

"In one mining camp, near Timmins, we came on a number of Finnish 
settlers and these were very glad to obtain Testaments and portions in their 
native language. I am finding among the Crees, too, some desire for the Word 
of God, and most of these copies I brought are gone. We present a portion, 
speak of the value of such a Book and the Blessing it brings to the reader 
who obeys* its message, and with a sort of grunt the prospect pays the price, 
and another precious copy of the Scriptures is sold. I had fifty copies of Cree 
portions to start with; now only about twenty or so remain. These probably 
will be gone soon. We expect to visit the Indian Hospital and may dispose 
of more there." 

"In connection with a certain company there is a sort of compound 
where many of the non-English employees live. I called on a number of these 
families and sold Croatian, Russian, Ukrainian and Hungarian Gospels, a Ger- 
man New Testament, and two English Bibles." 

"The Colporteur has varied experiences, from being told the Bible was 
a pack of lies, there is no God, and being ordered out of the house. He went 
without any argument, after giving in a kindly and friendly way, several 
pointed passages from God's Word. He has also been asked to stay for a 
meal, where he has had the opportunity of reading from the Scriptures and 
praying with the people. In one case, he had the joy of leading a rather 
notable character to a saving knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. The Col- 
porteur has also had many invitations to speak in several churches and also 
to show the slides loaned me by the Society." 

"Most of the work of previous visits has still stood and we have been 
much encouraged. A young woman who took pleasure in boasting her infidel 
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views, after much reasoning over the open Bible, bowed her head in shame 
and said, 'I never saw that before!' Now her children, (two bright girls) in- 
stead of sitting or playing at home all day Sunday, with their mother, go to 
the local Sunday School. Her neighbours say she is a changed woman. Sure- 
ly another testimony to the power of the Word of God." 

"In a home we have visited, where misery and poverty existed in a very 
marked degree a year ago, we left a copy of the Word of God. Today the 
parents are bright, happy Christians, and the children can quote quite a 
number of Scripture verses correctly and tell where they are found. The 
Word of God has proved its power indeed to transform. This is a great 
encouragement to me, as this part of the country certainly needs transform- 
ing." 

"Many people tell me I won't sell any Bibles in THIS community — every- 
body has one. Yet, it surprises even me how the demand keeps up, in an age 
when so many things seem to be against it." 

COLPORTAGE IN FOREIGN LANDS 

The direct interest of the Upper Canada Bible Society in Colportage is 
not confined to the work of the five Colporteurs who labour within its own 
borders. Friends of the Society within this Auxiliary support directly thirty- 
one Colporteurs who labour in China, India, Korea and Manchuria. Their 
support is sometimes undertaken by individuals and sometimes by Sunday 
Schools or groups of missionary-hearted friends. Arrangements can be made 
to have an individual Colporteur set aside in some specified country, forming 
thereby a personal link between the donor and the work in which he is 
especially interested. We commend this work to those who desire to help in 
some definite way a particular mission field. Personal reports of the Col- 
porteur's work are received from time to time and sent on to those support- 
ing him. The cost, between $60,00 and $125,00 yearly, depends on the land 
in which the work is to be done.

The Upper Canada Bible Society sold 7,947 copies of the Scriptures at this 
Booth during the period from August 27th to September 11th, 1937. 

Circulation 

The Society's issues for the year 1937 amount to 143,982 copies of the 
Scriptures, made up as follows: Bibles, 26,164; Testaments, 28,474; and smaller 
portions, 89,344, an increase in circulation for the year of 18,448 copies. 

Since its foundation in the year 1818 the Society has circulated 5,392,449 
copies of the Scriptures in the territory covered by its activities. 

Included in the above total for the year 1937 the Society has distributed 
Foreign Scriptures in 46 languages, made up as follows:

Norwegian 17; Ojibwa 1; Polish 283; Portuguese 2; Rumanian 30; Russian 127; 
Ruthenian 393; Sanskrit 1; Serbian 24; Slovak 44; Slovenian 12; Spanish 286; 
Swedish 22; Syriac 2; Welsh 6; Yiddish 87. Total, 5,246.

Rules of the Upper Canada Bible Society 
Under Which Grants are Made to 
Schools and Missions 



1 . Mission Churches, and Mission Schools among 
non-English speaking peoples may, at the discretion 
of the Board, be allowed grants of Scriptures either 
free or at Missionary Rates subject to rule 2. Mis- 
sions among English speaking peoples are not in 
general to be considered fit objects for gratuities of 
the Society. 

2. All applications for grants of Bibles to Sunday 
Schools or Missions should be made upon the forms 
heretofore prescribed, which will be furnished on 
application to the Bible House. The applicant shall 
state the condition of the School or Mission, the 
number of scholars and teachers, or of the attendants, 
as the case may be; the amount of funds at the dis- 
posal of the managers; who are its officers; and why 
it is necessary to ; make such application. These 
applications should, in every case, be certified by a 
Minister of the Gospel, or some person of known 
respectability, and endorsed by some director or 
official of the Bible Society. 

All applications for grants are considered at the 
regular Monthly Meeting of the Board on the Third 
Tuesday of each month.
